Doak Raid« Continue. 


The fact that.the Dies bill has not 
yet been passed by the Senate—end 
cannot be considered until Congress 
re-convenes in December—is not pre- 
venting Secretary of Labor Doak 
from continuing his frenzied deporta- 
tion drive. The continued arrests of 
workers is serving as a Warning 
against a false sense of victory re- 
garding the Dies Bill. 


It is clear that while the passage 
of the bill would make easier the de- 
portation drive against the workers, 
Doak and his agents will continue 
their campaign against militant labor, 
at the same time pushing for the 
passage of the bill at the first oppor- 
tunity. 


Backed By Fish. 


The bill having been reported fa- 
vorably by the judiciary committee, 
it reached the Senate calendar on 
June 27, but action was deferred by 
the objection of Senator La Follette, 
who, conscious of the 3O-odd protest 
meetings in his own state, Wisconsin, 
alone, made a gesture against. the bill. 


The Dies Bill, sponsored by Con- 
gressman Hamilton Fish as part of 
the anti-labor program outlined fol- 
lowing the “investigation” which he 
conducted, was introduced in the 
House of Representatives by Martin 
Dies, a Texas congressman, on June 
6 and rushed through. 

The rules of the House were sus- 
pended in order to push the measure 
through, Congressman Dickstein of 
New York, who for years has been 
parading as a professional “friend of 
the poor” in the tenement house dis- 
trict from which he was elected. sec- 
onded the bill with a venomous at- 
tack on militant workers.

WASHINGTON, 5 D. C., daly 17.— 
Advising the hungry millions of 
American workers to starve quietly, 
the sleek, wel!-fed Congressmen und 
Senators packed up their baggage 
last night and prepared to leave Sw, 
capital for a five months vacation, ~ 

The Sevetity-second Congress au- 
journed at 11:26 o'clock following the 
passage of a billion dollar Inflation 
wage-cut act and a $2,122,000,000 
bankers and manufacturers relief 
(misnamed unemployment re- 
lief). ~ 

The last act of the 9 
was to pass the “relief” bill. The 
measure provides not a cent for un- 
employment relief, not a cent, dor un- 

employment insurance, but for loans 
to individuals (bankers) and private 
industry. The bill also increases to 
$3,900,000,000 the capitalization of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation, 
which recently gave to the Dawes 
bank a nest egg of $80,000,000. Of the 
400.000 % which may be advanced 
as loans to states for public building 
projects not more than 15 per tent 
is to go to any one state; Of the 
$1,500,000,000 fund for so-calleg self- 
liquidating public works, only $136,- 
000,000 are mandatory. The rest of 
the funds goes under the control of 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Along with the passage of the 
bankers relief bill, the Senators heed- 
ing their masters, rushed through the 
billion dollar currency expansion Dill, 
which is in reality a currency infla- 
tion scherhe designed to bring down 
the real wages of the workers em- 
ployed in industry. 

has thus accomplished 
the inflation of currency which for 
the past several months it pretended 
to be violently opposed to. 

The billion dollar inflation will re- 
duce the value of the dollar and bring 
about an fncrease in the cost of liv- 
ing. Along with the new direct wage 
cuts, which are taking place the 
wages of the workers will be further 
drastically reduced through the new 
tax laws passed by Congress.

LANDLORDS JACK 
UP CONEY RENT 


NEW YORK: — Relief for the 
homeless workers, who lost all their 
possessions in the disastrous fire 
which swept over Coney Island, be- 
came more urgent yesterday when 
the local landlords attémpted to take 
advantage of the situation, by charg- 
ing exhorbiant rentals for their 
rooms. 

Many flats have deen empty all 
season, but the landlords are ex- 
_ploiting the misery 6f thé workers 
in order to enrich themselves. 

Tammany politicians pretended an 
interest in the tenants, and the Com- 
missioner of Welfare issued a state- 
ment, saying the landlords “refuse 
to co-operate.” 

At the same time, the police with 
their customary brutality, broke up 
a demonstration of 1,000 homeless 
workers, assembled before the Home 
Relief Bureau. The workers, gathered 
to demand immediate cash relief, 
were eharged repeatedly by police, 
both mounted and om foot; who used 
their night sticks and Dbilackjacks 
freely. Several persons were injured 
during the struggle and four work 
ers, Ada Viadimér, Jennle Kessler, 
Lillian Smith and Clara Spitzer, were 
arrested and held on 6500 bail each. 
They were charged with disorderly 
conduct. 

The relief so urgently néeded by 
the workers, i sbeing administered 
in the usual Tammany fashion.

She was 
sent to William Brody, a schoolteachér 
at 39-33 48th St., Sunnysidé, L. I., to 
work for $16 a month, after she paid 
$2 to the agency for the job. 


to ten hours a day in Brody’s home. 
At the end of that period she asked 
Brody for her pay. He refused to give 
it to her, and instead Beat her up. 
In the Daily Worker office she ex- 
hibited bruiges on her arms, back and 
head Which she said Brody had given 
her. 


When she returned to the agency to 
register a complaint of her treat- 
mént, shé was told to “get out” and 
not to make trouble. 

A member of thé Unemployed 
Council took ber to Unemployed 
‘Council headquarters and a demon- 
stration was staged in front of the 
agency. The Riot Squad was called 
Out and forced the meeting to be 
transferred to the corner, where a 
thousand workers gathered and 
elected a committee to present de- 
Mands for Miss Zayo’s pay to the 
agéney. Police tried to separate a 
Negro worker on the committee from 
the others, workers but prevented him 
from doing 80.
